C. N. P. A. Inc. Service

In Martinez, Contra Costa county, 
Superior Judge Thomas D. John- 
ston signed an injunction restrain- 
ing George Lee, Richmond notary 
and realty broker, from performing 
legal services, 

“Members of the public who con- 
sult and are advised by unlicensed 
persons are deprived of the compe- 
tent and confidential legal service 
members of the bar are required to 
perform,” Judge Johnston declared 
in ordering the injunction.
